Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on October 09, 2006 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-17 are allowed. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach, or fairly suggest either alone or in combination thereof, 

in an RF communications network, a method used by a portable data collection terminal 
for gaining access to the communication network, comprising the steps of: 

wherein if during the sensing of a communication channel the channel did not remain 
clear, waiting for a second predetermined time, and branching to a step of sensing the 
communication channel for a first predetermined time, 

wherein if during sensing of the communication channel the channel did not remain

identifying that an RF communication link is clear throughout a period which is at least 
as long as an interpoll gap.
